PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 6. 
Asserting that Mexican offi­ 
cials had “insulted, degraded 
and expelled American citi­ 
zens, men and women, under 
circumstances that are abhor­ 
rent to our conception of con­ 
stitutional government,” the 
supreme council, Knights of 
Columbus, 
today 
called on 
President Coolidge and the 
state department to “put an 
end to this ignominious con­ 
tempt” that had been shown 
by 
President 
Calles 
“f o r 
Americans’ appeal.” 
Demand was made for protection 
of American citizens and for their 
treatm ent with the same considera­ 
tion and respect that is shown to 
Mexicans in this country. 
The American Federation of La­ 
bor 
and 
affiliated

were urged to co-operate to safe­ 
guard “not only American righto, 
but the hard-won victories of labor 
itself to protect it from servile 
submission to despotic authority.’’ 
The convention authorized the 
supreme board of directors to as-j 
seas the membership of the organ- j 
ization $1,000,000 for a campaign of 
education, “teethe end that the poll- j 
tics of Soviet Russia shall be elim-;

PROBLEM OF CRIME 


A distinguisncd. New York lawyer, Charles A. Boston» 
in his address before the American Bar Association con­ 
vention at Denier. g$ive utterance to a thought which, per­ 
haps, soYnctinies has forced itself upon the consciousness of 
every student of die modern crime problem. 
Mr. Boston in the course of his remarks said: “While 
have no certain solution and no panacea, I do wonder some­ 
times whether we might not, under the regulation of law$ 
so as to prevent intolerable abuse, utilize and develop a 
citizen constabulary, properly organized, properly queered, 
subject to call like a lire department, answerable for misuse 
of power, but endowed with some of the functions of a vigil- 
ance-committee, and a; quick in action as the hue and cry 
is to apprehend if not to try/* 
As h*?« been said, this thought frequently has been indulg­ 
ed by social students—often has been emphasized during 
periods cf emotional excitement. 
But the proposition is un­ 
tenable. 
It suggests admission of the law’s failure to func­ 
tion for the protection and security of society. 
It repudiates 
fundamental constitutional guaranties. It is suggestive of a 
reversion to the law of the jungle. It is anything but demo­ 
cratic, wholly tin-American. 
What is needed in the United States is a recodification oi 
the erimim I laws, the inexorable enforcement by courts of 
legil decrees, the aielt and honest administration of law by 
every public servant charged with such duty. 
When less 
time, attention and expenditure of impressive sums of money 
are devoted to the effort to enforce a single statute at the 
expense of all others it may be possible somewhat to curb 
the force cf the alarming menace of criminal devastation that 
is cursing this commonwealth. 


THE MOTOR CAR FEVER 
The average citizen has a faint idea of how the motor 
car traffic has gripped the nation. 
But it often takes a sel 
of fig ires to tell the real story of motor cars, and what they 
mean to folks In this day add generation. 
These figures come from the national touring board of 
the American Automobile Association, which, in comment­ 
ing on the fact that the automobile vacationists this vear 
exceed greatly all previous records, has this to say: 
“Thirty-six million persons are spending their vacations 
behind the steering wheels of 9.000,000 automobiles and are 
spending $3. OOO, OOO .GCO on camping, hotel, gasoline and other 
expenses. 
“One-tl.ird cf the nation’s population is following the gaso­ 
line trail this summer. 
One-third of the motorists will camp 
in th* open,Nan average of 33 days each. 
The other two- 
thirds spend approximately IO days each on tour. 
These 
persons spend their nights in hotels. 
“Each automobile involves an expense of about $10 a day 
during tne touring season, if it belongs to the open-air camp­ 
ing brigade, and approximately three times that much if 
hotels are patronized. 
“Between 22,000,000 and 26,000,000 persons took their 
outings in automobiles last summer.” 
o such agency has ever existed, perhaps, that called so 
great a number of "People always into the great open spaces. 
So when one thinks of the bettered health of the present 
day, the credit that should be given to the motor car can 
bar Bv be overlooked.

in Xenia is an evil, and yet it was 
a desire on the part of County 
Commissioners to 
obtain money 
for the use of the county, which 
led to the setting off of part of 
the public sq»are as a street. 
Commissioners first tried to sell 
a part of the square, and baffled 
in this direction, they resorted to 
leasing parts of the square for 
fifteen year periods. 
Commissioners in 1835, needed 
money, and needed it badly, 
They 
had just completed, several jwara 
before, a two-story, six-room office 
building in the square, and in 1835 
were in the midst of the erection 
of a new jail. 
They conceived the plan of leas­ 
ing three separate lots for a per­ 
iod of ninety-nine years, one on 
the southeast corner of the square, 
the second abutting the alley on 
the south side of the jail lo t and 
finally a lot on Detroit St. 
At 
that time the county was already 
leasing to the city, a strip eighty 
feet wide on the north side of the 
square for a m arket house and 
yard, an 
engine 
house, public 
scales and a public wood yard. 
But in order that there might 
be access to the lots on the east 
side of the square, commissidners 
were forced to provide a street 
or 
alley along this 
side—hence 
j came about the street Known today

A distinguished New York lawyer, Charles A. Boston* 
in hi? address before the American Bar Association con­ 
vention at Denver* g£ve utterance to a thought which, per­ 
haps, sometimes has forced itself upon the consciousness of 
every clad? it of die modern crime problem. 
Tilt. Boston in the course of his remarks said: “ While I 
have no certain solution and no panacea, I do wonder some­ 
times whether we might not, under the regulation of law* 
so as to prevent intolerable abuse, utilize anc! develop 
citizen constabulary, properly organized, properly officered, 
subject to call like a fire department, answerable for misuse 
of power, but endowed with some of the functions of a vigil- 
ance-eomnuttec, and as quick in action as the hue and cry 
is to apprehend if not to try.” 
As h-w been said, til is thought frequently has been indulg­ 
ed by social students—often has been emphasized during 
pcr.'oris cf emotional excitement* 
But the proposition is un­ 
tenable. 
It suggests admission of the law’s failure to func­ 
tion for the protection and security of society. 
It repudiates 
fundamental cons*litutic nal guaranties. 
It is suggestive of a 
reversion to the law of the jungle. It is anything but demo­ 
cratic, wholly Un-American. 
\\ hat is needed in tile United States is a recodification ol 
the cr inurn I laws, the inexorable enforcement by courts of 
legal decrees, the a l d t and honest administration of law by 
every pnblV servant charged with such duty. 
When less 
time. attention and expenditure of impressive sums of money 
are devoted to the effort to enforce a single statute at the 
expense of all others it may he possible somewhat to curb 
the force r f the alarming menace of criminal devastation that 
is cursing this commonwealth.

Tile average citizen has a faint idea of how the motor 
car traffic has gripped the nation. 
But it often takes a set 
Cif fig ires to tell the real story of motor cars, and what they 
mean to folks In this day add generation. 
J hest figures conte from the national touring board of 
the American Automobile Association, which, in comment­ 
ing on the fact that the automobile vacationists this year 
exceed greatly nil pre' ions records, has tin’s to say: 
J hirtv-six million persons are spending their vacations 
behind the steering wheels of 9.000,OCX) automobiles and are 
spending 53.000,000,000 on camping, hotel, gasoline and other 
expenses. 
One-*.! ircl of the nation’s population is following the gaso­ 
line trad this summer. 
One-third of the motorists w ill camp 
in the open, an average of 33 days each. 
The other two- 
thirds spend approximately IO days each on tour. 
These 
persons spend their nights in hotels. 
“Each automobile involves an expense of about $10 a day 
during tne touring season, if it belongs to the open-air camp­ 
ing brigade, and approximately three times that much if 
hotels are patronized. 
’Between ZZ,OOO,000 and d6.CKK3.000 persons took their 
outings in automobiles last summer.” 
No such agency has ever existed, perhaps, that called so 
pleat a number of people always into the great open spaces.

In Xenia is an evil, and yet It w as 
a desire on the part of Comity 
Commissioners to 
obtain money 
for the use of the county, which 
led to the setting off of part of 
the public square as a street. 
Commissioners first tried to eell 
a part of the square, and baffled 
in this direction, they resorted to 
leasing parts of the square for 
fifteen year periods. 
Commissioners in 1835, needed 
money, and needed it badly. 
They 
had Just com pleted, several jseara 
before, a two-story, six-room office 
building in the square, and in 1835 
were in the m idst of the erection 
of a new Jail. 
They conceived the plan of leas­ 
ing three separate lots for a per­ 
iod of ninety-nine years, one on 
the southeast corner of the square, 
the second abutting the a lle y on 
the south side of the jail lot- and 
finally a lot on Detroit St. 
At 
that time the county was already 
leasing to the city, a strip eighty 
feet wide on the north side of the 
square for a market house and 
yard, an 
engine 
house, public 
scales and a public wood yard. 
But In order that there m ight 
be access to the lots on th e east 
side of the square, commissioners 
were forced to provide a stre e t 
or 
alley along this 
s id e—hence 
came about t h e s t r e e t Known today 
as Green St.
